In order to satisfy the requirement under 37 C.F.R. §1 .98(a)(3) for a concise 
explanation of the relevance of each item of information, applicant notes with 
respect to any information that is not in English language as follows: 

Reference A) describes a virtual teach-in module for programming grinding 
machines or other kinds of machine tools including a graphic user surface which 
includes the visual display of blanks, workpieces and tools. The elements can be 
displaced arbitrarily relative to one another by means of suitable operator 
elements. The resultant displacements are recorded by the virtual teach-in module 
and converted into a machine control program, or an existing machine control 
program is varied based on the displacements 

Reference B) describes a system which stores desired machining paths 
relative to the desired geometry of the workpiece (2-4) concerned in a data module 
(17). At each time during the machining the current path data and/or the deviation 
from the original desired machining path are determined while taking into account 
the material removed during machining of the workpiece.
